Blood samples collected in Didsbury will be taxied to 
the Olds Hospital and Care Centre this week as Alberta 
Health Services temporarily closes its after-hours lab. 

The move comes just days after Didsbury's lab staff 
shrunk by two, prompting the medical superboard to shut 
down after-hour and weekend services. 

“If we kept our on-call lab open it would mean our 
remaining two technicians would have to work during the 
day and possibly at night, seven days a week. That’s not 
fair,” said Carol Boechler, manager of lab services Calgary 
rural zone. 

“There are other ways to provide patients’ services. We 
need to close this for now.” 

The contingency plan rolled out last Saturday and is 
expected to run for nearly a month as Alberta Health 
Services looks to fill vacant positions. 

Nurses and doctors will still be able to draw blood in 
emergency rooms but instead of having it processed on 
site, the blood will be sent to the Olds Hospital. The 
results will be faxed back. 

Staff couriers will be waiting in the parking lot until 
staff levels are back to normal, Boechler added. 

“We are also looking into getting an iSTAT so staff can 
run their own tests.” 

The hand-held blood analyzer would be able to help 
staff probe for heart attacks, blood gases and sodium - 
some of the key emergency tests done at the Didsbury 
Hospital. 

But the machine hasn’t yet arrived and staff still need to 
be trained to use it. 

“I think everything has been well thought out and in 
place so we won’t have any patient safety concerns," said 
Dr. Val Congdon, clinical department head for rural medi-

Wetland project breaks ground

Politicians broke ground 
on a $6 million wetland 
project last week that will 
see a network of trails, 
ponds and observation 
decks created near Valarosa 
Crossing. 

“This is thrilling ... a lot of 
work has gone into getting 
this going and now we are 
starting to see the fniits of 
our labour," said Wild Rose 
MP Blake Richards. 

The wetland, stretched 
out across 10 acres of land 
northwest of town, is part 
of an ambitious storm 
water management system 


funded equally by the 
municipal, provincial and 
federal governments. 

The first phase started 
this month and will have 
Koran Equipment dig out 
the wetland and construct 
pipeline to pump outfall 
from the north industrial 
area into the ponds. From 
there, the water will be 
treated and released into 
the Rosebud River. In 2011, 
the town hopes to install a 
pathway system, additional 
piping and curbs and gut¬ 
ters before landscaping the 
area in 2012. 

“By the time we finish, 
there will be natural plants 
and trees and berries, like 
Saskatoons and raspber¬ 


ries, for people to pick ... 
and as the root settle, we 
hope to see natural species 
come back into the area,” 
said Brittany Hutton, man¬ 
ager of infrastructure and 
planning. 

“We waim'd to create a 
recreational and learning 
area the community could 
enjoy instead of a giant 
storm water dug out.” 

The area will also boast 
educational plaques, view¬ 
ing decks and about 1.5 
kilometres of trail that will 
link up with Memorial Park. 

The plan was to initially 
build a storm water man¬ 
agement system with a 
large holding pond to help 
process dirty ditch water 


sloshing into the Rosebud 
River. Town officials later 
decided to create some¬ 
thing a little more aestheti¬ 
cally pleasing that they 
could model for future 
developers. 

Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills MLA Richard Marz 
was on hand during the sod 
turning ceremony Monday 
and said Didsbury contin¬ 
ues to impress with this 
‘innovative’ and ‘unique’ 
system. 

“It’s really great to bo here 
and see this happen. It’s 
providing jobs, its providing 
economic development and 
it’s providing the people of 
Didsbury with ;ui attractive 
place to live,” he said. 


Dr. Congdon made the call to local emergency physi¬ 
cians last Tuesday to tell them about the new plan and 
says they are willing to “work together to get through 
this.” 

“Are the physicians thrilled with this? Absolutely not, 
but they made a commitment to work with staff to pro¬ 
vide the best care they can,” she said. 

Dr. Ash Jaffer, of the Didsbury Medical Clinic, wrote to 
the Didsbury Review that he’s concerned the temporary 
loss of the on-call lab services will “severely (compro¬ 
mise) emergency patient care in our community." 

“It was a benefit to the diagnosis and treatment of 
patients" to have someone that could come in immediate¬ 
ly to do vital tests, he wrote. 

Dr. Andrew Jackson, Silverfem Medical Clinic, agrees 
there Is some concern around the contingency plan but 
mostly because it hasn’t been put into play yt»t. 

No one is sure how it will pan out. The system may have 
to be acljusted day to day. 

“Ninety per cent of the time we don’t need after-hours 
lab assistance ... and even if we wait until morning, most 
patients wouldn’t be put at risk," he said. 

There could be some delays in the blood work that is 
done but hopefully everything is completed by the 30- 
minute turnaround time, he said. 

“Our top concern is our patients. They an* paramount. 
So we will lie watching the situation very closely.”

An Olds High School student will be finishing up his 
high school career south of the border thanks to a presti¬ 
gious scholarship. 

Curtis Cook, who is winding up his Grade 11 year at 
OHS, will spend the next two years studying at the 
United World College USA in Montezuma, New Mexico 
after receiving one of eight Grant MacEwan United 
World College Scholarships, valued at $70,000 apiece. 

An honours student in the Academic Team program at 
the school, Cook also participates in a number of school 
and community sports, along with volunteering with stu¬ 
dent council its the student treasurer. 

lie said a postcard from a former OHS student from 
the UWC school in Italy inspired his interest in the pro¬ 
gram. 

“Peter Warrington, who is from Olds and is a student at 
the UWC in Italy ... sent a postcard back and I saw the 
postcard hanging up in the AT room and said ‘hey, I want 
to do that,’” Cook explained. “The aspect of students 
from a whole bunch of different countries coming 
together sounded prestigious to me.” 

It wasn’t just the chance for an interesting personal 
experience that is driving the rural Didsbury resident. 
He has a definite vision of what his future holds, includ¬ 
ing focusing on a medical career. 

“1 want to go to university in the United States and 
UWC makes that really easy for you and all internation¬ 
al students,” Cook said. “I really like Johns Hopkins 
(University) because I want to become a neurosurgeon 
and they have a really good neurology program.” 

For the time being, he’s focusing on courses regarding 


business and economics to facilitate opening his own 
practice in the future. As well, he’s gathering as much 
information as possible from UCW alumni, second- 
year students and any and every detail he can about 
what awaits him when he heads to New Mexico in 
August. 

For one of his OHS teachers, there’s no doubt that 
Cook will he a top-end student at UWC. 

“He's the type of student who always wants to know 
more, who is so engaged that the learning does not 
stop with the classes,” suggested Marilyn Wallace, who 
teaches in the AT program at the high school. “His 
incredibly focused attitude not only makes him an 
excellent scholar, it also endears him to sports coach¬ 
es. He plays every school sport offered, as well as 
many community ones.” 

Cook cites football, lacrosse and basketball as his 
favourite sports, however he’ll only have an opportuni¬ 
ty to play basketball and soccer at his new school. 

“I’m definitely going to miss playing football,” Cook 
lamented. “But, I already talked to a bunch of people 
and they’re bringing their lacrosse sticks so I’ll be bring¬ 
ing mine too.” 

Overall, there won’t be much that he misses because 
of his forward-looking attitude. While he plans to stay in 
contact with his OHS friendship base, he doesn’t feel 
lie’s missing anything in terms of his graduation. 

“Well, in two years I’ll be graduating with my new 
friends at UWC, so 1 don’t think I’ll miss anything there,” 
Cook said. 

UWC is a British-based foundation that comprises 13 
locations and has a network of more than 36,000 gradu¬ 
ates. The school has locations in Victoria, B.C., the United 
States, Norway, Italy and Hong Kong.

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Didsbury happy with boundary changes

Finally. A report that ‘makes sense.’ 

That was the sentiment of local politicians who caught 
a glimpse of the new houndary maps from Alberta’s 
Electoral Boundaries Commission, last week. 

“We’re not looking at something nearly as drastic or dra¬ 
matic as what they originally proposed so 1 have no prob¬ 
lem with this,” said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

Councillor Boh Davidson agreed, calling the final 
report, 'logical and reasonable.’ 

It’s a large change from February’s interim report, 
which proposed dividing this community into two con¬ 
stituencies and caning the region into three unequal 
parts. 

Olds and Sundre were paired off with the newly 
renamed Rocky Mountain House-Olds riding, while 
Didsbury rested in between Rocky Mountain House and 
Carstairs-Rocky View. Everything east of Hwy 2A, includ¬ 
ing Three Hills, was included in the Innisfail-Red Deer rid¬ 
ing. 

The map had town officials shaking their heads, won¬ 
dering why the commission would split an area united by 
trade and municipal partnerships. It looked as if the 


Electoral Boundaries Commission ignored its own 
requirements to consider “wherever possible, the existing 
municipal boundaries" or the “common community inter¬ 
ests and organizations." 

Mayor Brian Wittal worried too what the shuffle would 
mean for Didsbury when the dividing line - down Hwy 
582 - put one half of the community at the tip of one rid¬ 
ing and the bottom of another. 

“Those are big areas we are a part of and I worry we’ll 
be left out. We are kind of in no man’s land,” Wittal said, 
almost five months ago. 

“I’m thinking I may have to jump up and down to get an 
ear and that’s not a good thing." 

Last March, Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills MIA Richard 
Mar/, banded together with politicians from the Rocky 
Mountain House and Innisfail-Sylvan Lake ridings after 
hearing discontent from county and municipal represen¬ 
tatives, and presented new boundaries to the commis¬ 
sion. 

“It looks like they took my concerns ... and my recom¬ 
mendations seriously, so I’m happy with this," Marz said, 
after the boundary commission presented its final report, 
Thursday afternoon. 

“This will keep the small town, rural flavour of the con¬ 
stituency intact. There weren’t a whole lot of changes to 


(the status quo)." 

The final report has the Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills rid¬ 
ing mostly remaining intact. It will lose Kneehill County 
but take in Crossfield, Irrieana and Beiseker. 

All the communities involved have similar interests. 
They either run along the Hwy 2A or Hwy 2 corridors or 
share water lines and trade agreements, Mar/, said. 

“It’s a great fit." 

Tlie boundary commission emphasized its devotion to 
hearing people out. After listening to over 100 submissions, 
they revised boundaries to keep communities intact, rather 
than following proper quotients. That’s what Alliertans 
wanted, they said during a press conference Thursday. 

“This report was a result of listening to Albertans and 
what they had to say ... I think we dill that in spades," said 
Honourable Judge J.M. Walter, the Electoral Boundaries 
Commission chair. 

Across the province, the commission increased seats by 
four, bringing Alberta’s riding total to 87 for the next elec¬ 
tion. Added were two new ridings in Calgary, one in 
Edmonton and one in rural Alberta. 

Provincial politicians will vote on the commission’s rec¬ 
ommendations in the fall, though no matter what, the leg¬ 
islature will house 87 seats instead of 83, after the next 
election. 


Brander steps away from short councillor career

Incumbent Jason Brander is bowing out of the next 
electoral race. 

The Didsbury resident has been on town council for the 
last three years and had full intentions of running again in 
October until he won a work promotion that’ll move him 
to Cochrane this August. 

He’ll be taking a few years hiatus from politics before 
looking to get back in at the provincial or federal level. 
Brander has already been ‘talking to a few people’ about 
running a campaign. 

Taking it to the next level is a big leap for the once-apa- 
thetic voter. 

He had little concern over politics and had never voted, 
when he handed in his papers for a seat on council. 

The sudden motivation? 

He got tired of sitting back and complaining about the 
way things were going. Brander wanted to take the future 
of the town into his own hands. 

He earned a seat by acclamation - as all councillors did 
- three years ago. 

During his term, Brander became the voice of the 
minor hockey league and helped advocate for a better 
heating system in the Didsbury Memorial Complex. He 
also sat on the Emergency Services Commission and 
aided the town in transitioning from Mountain View 
Regional Services’ run ambulances to Alberta Health 
Services. 

Brander likes to think he stood out as someone who 
spoke his mind and gave it to people straight. He admires 
politicians like former premier Ralph Klein and former 
Wild Rose MP Myron Thompson, who told people what 
they needed to know, rather than what they wanted to 
hear. He hopes to bring that style of politicking back to 


the scene when he runs again at the federal or provincial 
level next term. 

As much as he enjoyed “creating change and helping to 
mould the future” of this town, the job wasn’t without its 
challenges. 

With funding cuts this year, council had to make contro¬ 
versial decisions including 10 per cent water and waste- 
water utility rate hike and a 3.5 j>er cent tax increase. 
Programs, like the Didsbury Youth 3(30 program were also 
trimmed from the 2010 budget. 

“You an* basically on this board of directors for a multi-mil- 
lion dollar corporation and have to make choices people won’t 
always agree with - sometimes we don’t even agree with each 
other” he said. 

With the next election race coming up in the fall, Brander 
says he hopes more people step up to compete for his chair. 
If he could run with no political experience, so can others, 
he added. 

“Everyone always sits back. They bitch and complain 
about the way things are done but they never do anything 
about it. Speak up, back up your beliefs and run for coun¬ 
cil," he said. 

“We need more people competing against incumbent 
councillors. Winning a seat will make them feel more 
accountable to the public." 

The Town of Didsbury has created information pack¬ 
ages to help inform those new to politics what being a 
councillor means and how to get started. The municipal 
office already has five people expressing interest in run¬ 
ning against incumbents this October and a few people 
have picked up the packages. 

The numbers are an improvement over the last elec¬ 
tion, according to chief returning officer, Luana Smith. 

“Three years ago I did a lot of work and was really 
excited about the idea of seeing all these people run 
and all the councillors were acclaimed. This time

“We have already gotten 
in contact with Mountain 
View Emergency Services 
so anyone who needs 
urgent blood tests - like if 
they heart attack - can be 
taken directly to Olds or 
Calgary,” Jackson said. 

This is the second time 
in six months that the 
hospital has had to post¬ 
pone services because of 
the loss of staff. In 
December, the outpatient 
physiotherapist resigned, 
prompting the hospital to 
send residents to the Olds 
Hospital or a clinic in 
Airdrie for treatment. 

The hospital was hoping 
to fill the position by 
spring or summer but 
spokespeople for Alberta 
Health Services were 
unsure if that had been 
done. 

Boechler isn’t surprised 
at the state of affairs and 
anticipates a lot more 
staffing shortages in the 


coming years at small sites 
like Didsbury. 

Departments in rural 
centres have small 
employee numbers as it is, 
so to lose just a couple is a 
real challenge. The hospi¬ 
tal can’t overwork the 


remaining staff and it 
takes time to find people 
willing to move to a small 
town. 

Vulcan, Alta, has three 
lab technicians and one 
retired last Friday, put¬ 
ting that hospital in the 


same situation as 
Didsbury. 

“I think we are going to 
see a lot more of this so it’s 
good that we are looking 
into alternatives now like 
iSTATs or point of care 
testing."

Kids should stay 
active during the 
summertime

With the school holidays getting underway this 
week, parents and other caregivers across the 
region are no doubt working hard to plan out lots 
of summertime activities for their youngsters. 

Whether it’s summer camps, family camping 
trips or other such activities, the need to find 
something, anything, for the kids to do throughout 
the long July and August days is an annual sum¬ 
mertime duty for adults everywhere. 

Yet according to a new national survey far too 
many kids continue to spend their free time 
engaged in indoor activities such as playing video 
games and far too little time being physically 
active outdoors. 

According to the 2010 Active Healthy Kids 
Canada Report Card, only half of kids age four and 
five, and only a third of kids aged two and three, 
are getting the two hours of daily physical activity 
they need to maintain good health. 

And that can only mean health troubles down 
the road for those same youngsters when they 
reach their teen and adult years. For example, 
Health Canada says overweight children are four 
times more likely than normal weight kids to be 
overweight as adults, and that obese children 
have a 50 per cent increased risk of being obese as 
adults. 

“Growing evidence shows that physical activity 
must be a fundamental part of the early life experi¬ 
ence,” says Dr. Mark Tremblay, chief scientific offi¬ 
cer with Active Healthy Kids Canada, a child 
health promotion organization. “Unfortunately we 
know that many young kids are on the path to inac¬ 
tivity and obesity before they even begin school. 

“Children under the age of five actually require 
plenty of active play for healthy physical, social, 
emotional and cognitive development." 

There’s no question that the growing prevalence 
of video games, the internet and other indoor, 
non-physical activities has made the job of par¬ 
ents and other caregivers interested in keeping 
their kids active harder than ever. 

Yet the experts agree that any and all the effort 
spent getting youngsters off the couch and onto 
the playground is worthwhile, both in the short- 
and long-term. 

“We assume that young children are full of ener¬ 
gy and will just naturally be active, but that’s not 
always the case,” says Dr. Art Quinney, chairman 
of the Active Healthy Kids Canada. 

The long summer days - when school is out and 
kids have lots of time on their hands - are an 
opportune time for youngsters to be socially, emo¬ 
tionally and physically active. West Central 
Alberta parents and other caregivers art' encour¬ 
aged to do what they can to make sure that time is 
used wisely this summer. 

After all. healthy kids grow up to he healthy 
adults - and that’s something that’s good for 
everyone.

Time to rethink RCMP's role 


him. In the case of Air India, though t hey are not solely to 
blame. The RCMP refused to share information with the 
fledgling CSIS, even though many of its members were 
former Mount ies. Officers treated clandestine sources 
like street-criminal snitches and stuck to supposedly 
“tried and true’ policing methods while the larger scope 
of the crime — a network of terrorists that brought down 
an airliner — seemed to elude them. Numerous RCMP 
errors that were covered up also contributed to the failure 
of the government to bring those responsible to justice. 

If the RCMP is going to concern itself with national 
interests, it stands to reason it should consider restricting 
its focus to that domain and contemplate other models for 
community policing. At present, the provinces and indi¬ 
vidual municipalities contract the force to provide a 
police presence, with the exceptions of Ontario and 
Quebec. Ontario has a provincial force and individual 
municipal policing entities. While the Alberta Provincial 
Police ceased to exist in 1932, there have been repeated 
calls for its resurrection. When the Provincial Police 
Services Agreement expires in 2012, it might be time to 
explore models similar to those in Ontario and Quebec. 
The financial repercussions of creating new police forces 
might make the entire exercise seem too expensive, but 
the public trust shouldn’t have a price tag. 

Ultimately the RUMP does good work in our communi¬ 
ty and in municipalities across the country. Yet every sin¬ 
gle hit to its credibility impacts the public’s belief in its 
abilities, openness and accountability, and there have 
been many in just the last decade. The people need to be 
able to trust and support their police force, which is 
becoming increasingly difficult with each new scandal. If 
the RCMP is a national police force, perhaps we should 
simply let it be one and leave community policing up to 
the provinces and municipalities. The history and tradi¬ 
tion of the RCMP are rich and meaningful, but the present 
might require a different policing approach.

Twin reports issued two weeks ago by separate com¬ 
missions of inquiry have taken the RCMP to task for the 
quality of its work, its perception in the public eye and the 
secretive, possessive nature of its hierarchy. The 
Braidwood inquiry, investigating the death of Robert 
Dziekanski, hit the nail on the head when it stated the 
“most important weapon in the arsenal of police is public 
support.” A second statement from the Air India commis¬ 
sion’s final report, recommending the RCMP pull out of 
the business of contract policing, is worthy of some con¬ 
sideration. 

Both Thomas Braidwood in the Dziekanski case and 
John Major in the Air India bombings pulled no punches 
when taking the RCMP to task for its behaviour and 
actions in both cases. The murder of 331 people in sepa¬ 
rate airline bombings in the mid-1980s and the death of a 
Polish immigrant at the hands of police are wildly differ¬ 
ent, separated not just by more than 20 years but by their 
very nature, but some parallels in the RCMP’s conduct 
have been noted, giving Major's recommendation more 
weight. As it stands, the RCMP is a sprawling police 
organization tasked with dozens of responsibilities from 
protecting national security to municipal policing in small 
hamlets and villages across Canada, except in Ontario 
and Quebec. In the last 10 years it seems like it has been 
perpetually plagued with scandal, from pension fraud to 
Maher Arar’s embarrassing fiasco to the events listed 
above. Only recently has the Commissioner of the RCMP, 
William Elliot, finally caved to the growing public demand 
that officers stop investigating their own when they are 
suspected of committing crimes. 

It is noted in both reports that the organization’s over¬ 
riding interest is often protecting its own people and its 
own turf. Numerous nuggets of incorrect information 
wen 1 knowingly allowed to stand without correction in 
Dziekanski's case in the days following his death. An 
email tendered late in the Braidwood hearings shattered 
the Mounties’ story that none of the four officers had 
decided before confronting Dziekanski to use a laser on

For tin* first time in 19 
years, the Didsbury 
Hospital gave two citizens 
tiie highest recognition for 
volunteer work. 

“There are lots of people 
who do outstanding work 
and then there are those 
who shine and this year 
that’s Karen Betteridge 
and Mary Lynne 
Leggette," said Dawna 
Faryna, volunteer coordi¬ 
nator. 

“They’ve contributed 
over 1,500 hours to mak¬ 
ing this hospital a home 
for residents." 

Betteridge, a 73-year-old 
with developmental dis¬ 
abilities, wiped away 
tears streaming down her 
face as she and her sup¬ 
port worker, Leggette, 
went up to accept their 
Volunteer of the Year 
awards. Over 50 other vol¬ 
unteers who gathered for 
a volunteer appreciation 
night, Wednesday, erupted 
into applause. 

It was a magical moment 
for Betteridge, who was 
still "walking on air" two 
days later when she did 
her morning rounds in 
Unit 4. 

Dressed in a soft pastel 
suit, with eyes sparkling, 
she rushed up to each 
member of the nursing 
staff to tell them the news. 

“I won. I’m the volunteer 
of the year,” she called 
out, offering her hand up 
for a shake. 

She always got the reac¬ 




tion she wanted - hugs 
and loud cheers. 

“They really enjoy hav¬ 
ing her here ... she never 
feels underappreciated," 
said Leggette as she 
walked with Betteridge 
through the hospital, feed¬ 
ing fish and filling cat 
bowls with fresh water. 

The two have been vol¬ 
unteering at the hospital 
for nearly a decade by 
looking after the institu¬ 
tion’s pets. Occasionally 
they’ll help roll wheel¬ 
chair-bound patients into 
another unit for an event 
or collect recycling. And 
if there’s music playing 
Betteridge will treat the 
residents to a solo dance 
performance. 

When she isn’t taking 
care of pets or chatting 
with resident patients, 
Betteridge is volunteer¬ 
ing at the Didsbury 
Library or the Knox 
United Thrift Store. Her 
days are busy to say the 
least, Leggette said. 

“Karen has wonderful 
skills and she loves to 
help, she just needs extra 
hands to do some things.”

Helipad decision raises brows

Town administrators are looking for 
answers after Allx*rta Health Services 
landed a decision not to include the* 
Didsbury helipad in its capital budget. 

“This was news to me and 1 hadn't 
heard it from them,” said Mayor Brian 
Wittal, who read the announcement 
in the Didsbury Review earlier this 
month. 

“I want to find out more about why 
it didn’t make the list, what the budg¬ 
et restraints are and what we can do 
to bring this forward."

Taxpayers could foot museum bills

Taxpayers could be footing the bill for the Didsbury Museum 
if Chinook’s Edge School Division approves the transfer of own¬ 
ership this fall. 

School trustees heard the town’s proposal last week to take 
over the upkeep of the old schoolhouse on 21st Avenue. It’s a 
solution to the museum’s woes, Mayor Brian Wittal told the 
board. 

“Volunteers should just lx* focused on displays and bring¬ 
ing people in here but instead they are doing tlx* electrical 
work, trimming the herig(*s and fixing the windows,” Wittal said. 

“It’s really beyond their scope." 

Board members have lx*en paying out of pocket to keep the 
museum going for the last three decades. 

They ran the building for 32 years before purchasing it 
from Chinook’s Edge in 2007. 

The only stipulation of the purchase was that if the museum 
decided to sell, they’d give the school the first right of refusal. 

“It w as there to protect the property from development... we 
asked them to consider transferring the ownership to the town 
and apply tluit same caveat with us,” Wittal said. 

“We’d still preserve the building. We .just want to take away 
some of the work from the museum board.” 


The town would him contractors to fix the building to histori¬ 
cal standards and apply for matching grants. That would mean 
some cost to taxpayers, “but I think this facility Ls ini[x>rtant and 
it should lx* the responsibility of all taxpayers to ensure that 
thing Ls kept and maintained properly,” Wittal said. 

Frankie Kelly, president of the historical sexiety, said she Ls all 
for the change. 

There shouldn’t lx* any risk. 'Hie building is protected as a his¬ 
torical resource mid can’t be changed unless the town gets per¬ 
mission from the federal government. Tlx* society also plans to 
ask for documentation ensuring a permanent home for the soci¬ 
ety and its works inside the building. 

“I really think this could lx* a win-win for everyone,” she said. 

School trustees, however, kept their cards close to their chests 
during the meeting. Ian Taylor, chair, was one of the few who 
spoke up about ownership transfer. He expressed concerned 
newly elected councillors may not give the museum the same 
support. 

Trustees will make a final decision at their next meeting in 
September. 

“(Tlx* school board) Ls tlx* only challenge in getting this thing 
stalled ... am 1 worried? No," Wittal said. 

“I think they an* supportive. They know the building will be 
protected and preserved and that we’d have a long-time 
agreement to lease it to the historical s<x*iety."
